Bernard M. Barucli, who served as chairman of (lie War ln- 
1 dustries Board and at the Peace Conference, has been making 


investigations in the West with a view to evolving so;ne means 
-by which fanners can be saved from the necessity of forcing 
their crops upon the markets when the markets arc glutted; 
Mr. Barucli has done this at the request of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture. 
He has looked into the matter exten- 


sively and now outlines a plan which he believes would bring 
about (he desired results. 
1 this plan would call for a chain of storage warehouses for 
farm products, located at proper points, and in these such 
ctops as cotton, wool, tobacco, grain, etc., could be placed 
when the demand was light and held until prices reached a 
satisfactory level. ,Mr. Bariich's idea is that these plants should , 
be provided by private capital, but should be conducted under] 
state or federal supervision. 'Provision would be made for| 
loans to.farmer's, secured by the crops in storage, and the plan 
as outlined by him would seem to be workable. 
i 


11 is one of the hardships of the average farmer that he has; 


to sell his crops as soon as Ihcy are,ready for [he market, re-| 
gardless of prevailing prices,-whereas if he could hold them 
until there was a siro'ng 'demand he would reap much.belter 
.returns, and this witlioul delrimciil to consumers, because in 
most cases the products are stored by speculators who sland 
between the farmer and the consumer and make large profits 
by withholding them from, glutted, markets'until the demand 
insures satisfactory prices. , 


This plan is very similar lo flic cold storage system,' which, 


properly conducted, is a benefit to all concerned, as this paper 
has always contended. 
It is a system that carries perishable 


products from the time when there is a surplus to a lime when 
they are needed, and one thai means a saving lo producers and 
consumers ;ilikc. 
If the same system could be applied to gen- 


eral farm products and managed so if would not become a 
purely speculative enterprise there is, no reason why it would 
not be a good thing for.dhe .fanners and the country. Mr. 
Barucli admits that care would be necessary to prevent abuse 
of the system, but feels that .this could be done without dif- 
ficulty through stale or federal oversight. The plan would in- 
clude keeping the farmers posted on market conditions in this 
and foreign countries, so I hey would be enabled to sell to the 
best advantage. 


It is possible that further consideration of this project may 


develop p'oin'ls of weakness, but on its face it looks feasible. 
The public would not be reconciled to a system of cornering 
the markets for speculative purposes, but evening ijic distribu- 
tion of farm crops should benefit the farmers without detri- 
ment to consumers, for if the farmers fail to get the benefit of 
the-cvening process if goes into the hands of speculators and 
consumers arc not relieved in Ihe least. 


This plan sounds beller than anything else that has been 


advanced in behalf of the agricultural interests of Ihe country 
and would seem to be entitled lo serious consideration.
